Lake Como, Italy, July 24 , 1880 . 

Ditl you ever hear of onem’m getting 
completely lost in broad daylight, oil 
the roof of a building, on which were 
more than fifty other people at the 
same time, including aevcml guide* ? 
Well, then, that’* the way in which 
your correspondent celebrated her 
hiilhdny abroad, yesterday. Aud for 
more than half an hour, she wandered 
on over that immense marble rooting, 
meeting no one and hearing no oue,— 
save an occasional distaul shout from 
one of the aspiring climbers iu the 
spire uliove—and utterly unable to 
llnd any means of descent and egress. 
Flights of narrow steep marble steps 
almost innumerable, disclosed them¬ 
selves, but having descended and 
strolled along nnother long bit of 
roof, looking meanwhile off over the 
red-tiled houses of the city away be¬ 
low to the diataut snow-capped Alp*, 
and having turned an angle or two. 
the way would suddenly be found to 
end in another flight of steps, long 
and steeper than the others, but 
leading upwanis instead of down- 
wanls. And having ascended tliesc 
it was frequently the ease that the 
elevation thus gained, proved to liuvi 
no other outlet whatever, and then' 
was no way to do but to retrace the 
long steps downwards, the long bit of 
roof, and the long steps upwards, to 
hunt up other steps and try again. 

Several times I heard the soft tones 
of Italian voices, hut never did I sue 
ceed in tinding their owners. Two or 
three times I passed the upper portion 
of a great stained glass window, and 
tlie swell of chanting, boyish voices 
rolled out from tlie interior so for be¬ 
low, witli sweetest organ accompani¬ 
ment. More than once I was obliged 
to sit down—sometimes in tush bot¬ 
tomed chairs, which were to he found 
every now and then, and sometimes 
on tlie gcully sloping marble of the 
roof itself,—and study some more 
tliau usually beautiful hit of carving 
on tlie marble railing which surmounts 
every portion of tlie roof, or on some 
of tlie 4,500 pinnacles—of which 2 ,OfX) 
are crowned with splendid mammoth' 
sized statues. Just fancy—if you 
possibly can—a mugniticuut great 
Gothic Cathedral of white marble 
from the roof of which 2000 beautiful, 
graceful statues point up to the blue 
Italian sky, aiulyou will have a notion 
of the Milan Liitlieilnil. Tlie guide 
hooks say that its facade is marred 
by classical doors anil windows. But 
what 1 thought marred it tlie most 
was tlie remnants of old white paper 
placards which have been (lasted un 
tlie great black iron doors. and only 
partially pulled off. How such a dc 
secration can he allowed, I don’t see. 

By the time I filially found the 
right stairs by which to descend, I 
had surely guue over steps enough to 
have mounted to the very top of the 
spire which I had declined, hut the 
experience had been one not uuwortli 
having, and which impressed me with 
an idea of the magnitude of the Cathe¬ 
dral that could scarcely have been 
gained in any other way. Hut I was 
not sorry to regain terra Jlrma and to 
tiiul myself iu advance of tlie others, 
who were still above iu tlie blazing 
sun. 

1 was told last spring that a letter 
from Milan would he incomplete with¬ 
out mention of Leuuurdu da Vinci’s 
famous old fresco of " The Lust 
Supper.” Hut wliut shall Isay about 
it, save that it is still there, that I 
saw it, aud that I am glad 1 saw it, 
because it is the thing to do ? Every¬ 
thing Inis been said about it tliut cun 
lie, over and over again, and I would 
not dare criticise it, nor would I wish 
tu gush over it. It is simply a vene 
ruble, marred old relic of what was 
ouce, doubtless half u thousand years 
ago, a wondrouslv beautiful painting. 

Mauy other places and objects of 
interest were show n us in the course 
of our very plea-ant drive around 
Milan yesterday afternoon, hut I did 
not see them all, for 1 could uot miss 
the opportunity tu call oil our own 
young Huston prim.I donna who has 
made such a grand success in opera 
here iu Italy during the last two 
years. You know her history, per- 
haps i Educated solely at the New 
Kngtuud Conservatory, her genius 
was early discovered by l>r. Tourjee. 
who brought her out iu oratorio at 
the proper time. I'tter success at¬ 
tended her singing everywhere, and 
two years ago she came abroad with 
Gilmore's Hand. When her engage- 
I ineut with Mr Gilmore was concluded 
she remained iu 1‘aris to study for 
the stage, hut her voice was at ouce 
| pronounced simply perfect, aud she 
I found that she had ouly tu study opera.

I certainly expected to 
And her somewhat changed, bnt w*» 
most agreeably surprised, for, except 
that she ha* bloomed out physically 
under the kindly warmth of Italy 
from a slight young girl to a woman 
of rich and elegant proportions, she 
is the very same girl who charmed all 
hearts by her winsome nature. 

Such a wealth ol trophies as Miss 
Lilian and her devoted mother dis¬ 
played to our delightful gaze, giving 
with each the little story attached of 
time and place. Beautiful, costly 
jewels of rare designs, and elegant 
silken sashes which, in llalv, are 
nlwnys looped from the floweis that 
are presented a singer. 

Mother and daughter arc both ex¬ 
tremely busy just now, for although 
still so young, Miss Norton has al¬ 
ready achieved that great object of 
an artist’s heart, nn engagement nt 
St. Petereburgh, whither she goes in 
September. She has ten new o|>cras 
to learn before going, and two lessons 
daily, one at 0 a. nt., the other at S 
p. m., are pushing on the work. Her 
wardrobe is her mother’s care, and 
both ladies are, as may well be ima¬ 
gined, in a state of great delight, 
though of some anxiety as well, at 
lhe prospects. Success in St. Peters¬ 
burg assures success everywhere. 

Last Saturday 1 wrote from Naples 
going thence the same day to Home 
and leaving there on Monday after¬ 
noon for Pisa. A night nnd half i 
lay each at Pisa. Genoa and Turin, 
served to give us excellent ideas of 
these interesting cities and to break 
the journey northward agreeably. On 
Thursday we readied Milnn ami this 
morning we left for Como, where we 
took luucli and strolled about till Hie 
afternoon boat, which brought u». 
bv zig-zag course over the wonderfully 
beautiful mountain-circled lake, to 
Hellagio, where we rest to-morrow, 
going on tlie other lakes Monday and 
crossing tlie St. Gotliatd Pass into 
Switzerland on Thursday next. 

Surely this spot may well lie called 
tlie most lovely on Lake Como. The 
great hotel is situated on the water’s 
edge, with only some well-kept flower 
beds in front, nnd now, as I write at 
my window, by tlie mingled light nf 
the moon and a candle, tlie music of 
a tine brass band stationed in front of 
the house, adds the last charm to tlie 
night. Below tlie placid lake ripple* 
and gleams save where it is cast in 
deep shadow by tlie strangely pic¬ 
turesque mountains oil tlie other 
shore. In every direction, as far ns I 
an see, tlie mountains loom up against 
tlie night sky—the most beautiful 
mountains, I verily think, that it was 
ever my lot to see. Tlie murmur of 
happy voices float up with the music, 
md surely everyone is glad to-ntght 
that he is a Tourjec-gnze-ite.

Stockholm, July 2 ti, 1880 . 
Editor of tlit Guzettt: —London, 
Paris, Brussels, Cologne mid Berlin 
are such common tramping-ground* 
of American travellers that little need 
be said of them. In Rouen, France, 
Mr. Taylor of Jamaica Plain and I 
had the pleasure of climbing the spire 
of the Cathedral, no easy task, as it 
exceeds in height some of tlie most 
famous cathedral tpires of Europe, 
udi as Strasbourg,Antwerp,Vienna, 
and even the great pyramid of Gir.cli 
in Egypt, being a little over 480 feet 
high. My only regret in respect to 
Cologne is tliut a transient sickness 
prevented my climbing the still higher 
spires of its vast Cathedral. 

In London we had tlie pleasure of 
hearing two Fourth of July sermons. 
Both were remarkable for elegiince 
of diction, force and independence of 
thought. The one was preached by 
Kev. Stafford A Brook, und was a 
most scathing arraignment of Eng¬ 
land for her insular pride, rapacious 
greed, and mercenary spirit ill all 
questions of nutiouul morality. This 
was vividly illustrated by reference to 
England's position during the late 
Fraueo-Prussiau war, hut especially 
by her attitude toward the Uuited 
Siatcs during the war of tile rebellion 
Four of us from America who had 
the privilege of hearing the sertnoi 
could uot refrain from a personal ex 
pressiou of our appreciation,for which 
Mr Brook was appareutly much gra¬ 
tified 

The other sermon was delivered in 
Westminster Abbey by Canon Fur- 
rar before a reg’t uf Middlesex Vo¬ 
lunteers. Beginning with a direct 
reference to tin* day uml its signifi¬ 
cance iu American history, the speak¬ 
er showed in the clearest and most 
impartial manlier how England' 
Hellish greed aud blindness had lost 
her the American colonies by forein; 
them iulo u war for independence. 

Having spent a few days in Berlin 
I left the lieaten track of European 
travel by taking a lr.iin for Stralsuiid, 
uu old and ouce somewhat iiiqsirtatit 
stiqiort situated ltd miles iiorlli of 
Bei liu It lias been a fortified town 
since early iu the middle ages, ha* 
sustained several sieges, and bore uu 
active part iu the famous thirty years* 
war, which established Prolestalilism 
in Northern Europe. The town re- 
laius much of its uicditevul aspect. 
Tlie massive brick walls are yet slum!* 
iug iu large part, and the stranger

ucouutered. For policy’s sake | «• still surmounted by solid square- 


built tower*. Walking through il* 
narrow street*, amidst house* witli 
high, sharp, and ornamental gable*, 
seems almost like a return to the day* 
of Luther nnd the Reformation. Il* 
three churches are vast brick struc¬ 
tures, in the Baltic-Gothic style of the 
15 th century, whose naked, unadorn¬ 
ed walls, within and without contrast 
sliarplv with the ornate architecture 
of tlie Cathedrals In Central add 
Southern Europe. 

Rostock, distant from Stralsund 
some fifty miles, is an old town whose 
commercial importance was onco very- 
great, hut it is now kiinwu in connec¬ 
tion with its University. The town 
retains much of the quaint alWhilec- 
ture of tlie Middle Ages, though 
more sprinkled witli modem improve¬ 
ments Ilian Stralsund. A stranger 
accustomed to the pressure of Ameri- 
enn life cannot fail to be impressed 
with the easy, leisurely way nf doing 
tilings here. Taking a morning walk 
through the town before tlie steamer 
left, almost the first person I saw was 
a worthy merchaut who had, indeed, 
opened hi* simp, hut sat peacefully 
outside wmp|M>d in n failed dressing 
gown and in a halo of smoke Hint 
curled lazily from hi* long nnd capa¬ 
cious pipe, tic seemed lint an ex¬ 
pression of a common uneventful life 
so removed from haste, anxiety, and 
what we are arctistnincd to look upon 
as enterprise and progress. One day 
passes like nnother, quietly, like a 
dream. 

As still further characteristic of 
tills love of repose may perhaps he 
mentioned tlie fnet that these good 
people sleep, summer nnd winter, be 
tween fentlicr-beds,tlic upper one nt 
least twelve inches thick. The weary 
traveller, unaccustomed to such luxu¬ 
ries, seeks sleep between them, lull in 
vain. At tlie llrst hotel where I en¬ 
countered these “ Downy beds of 
Ease,” I struggled manfully for an 
hour or two to gain Hie land of 
dreams, but was forced nt last to 
throw off the upper lied, uml mannged 
for the rest of the night to get a little 
shivering sleep under a thin counter¬ 
pane. This dread of cold seems to 
extend some to tlie horses, for in the 
streets of Berlin nnd elsewhere ill 
Northern Germany horses standing 
still, though in the heat of u midsum¬ 
mer day are covered witli ono or more 
thicknesses of blankets. 

Ill Copenhagen I iiad tlie pleasure 
of visiting the Thorvaldsen Museum. 

In His ceutrc of the court-yard, in nj 
simple grave overrun with ivy. 111 
greatest sculptor of modern times 
sleeps surrounded witli tlie exquisite 
creations of his fancy, which const! 
tine the memorials of liisiiiipcrisliahl 
fame. He bequeathed his works to 
his native city, ami these with tlie 
memory of Thorvaldsen are the pride 
of Denmark. His two bas-reliefs. 
“Night”and “ Morning’’reproduced 
by photography or ill plaster are well 
known to almost everyone. 

From Copenhagen to Malmo liy 
stenmer is u short Imt delightful ride. 

A most startling sight here presented 
itself; the sound was full of vessels of 
all sizes and shapes, ami from north 
to south, ns fur as eye could see, tlie 
horison was a forest of masts. 1 at¬ 
tempted to count the vessels in sight 
hut soon gave up tlie hopeless task. 
Wondering where they all eatue from 
I soon bethought me Hint all com¬ 
merce of Hie northern parts of Europe 
pusses through this suuiid. 

After a slow and wearisome tide of 
four hundred miles by rail we arrive 
at Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, 
it contains nearly 2 nO,ll(Xlinhabitants, 
and is most beautifully situated on u 
number of rocky islands where Lake 
MiOaren discharges into lire Haiti 
In tlie older parts of tlie city tl 
streets are very narrow uml the popu¬ 
lation dense, hut towards the suburbs 
where Hie streets .ire broad and regu 
lar the city presents an almost l'urisi 
an appearance. The royal palace 
the most iiu|M»iug structure in tlie 
city,is built in the Italian style und is 
much praised for its simple and grand 
solidity. Tlie new public library 
situated in the most beautiful part of 
tlie city and surrounded by a well- 
kept though small purk, contains 
many ancient MSS. uml among 
i lie in a little curiosity consisting of a 
simple leaf of parchment, on one aid 
of which, in a space of tivu by eight 
inches, uro written the live books of 
Kutli, Esther, Ecclesiastes, The Song 
of Sololhou and Lamentation*, each 
entire and in a different luuguag- 
At I'psulu. some forty miles away 
ihe seal of the chief university 
Sweden, 1 had the pleasure of inspect¬ 
ing tlie famous Codej Arjenttoi, 
Mocso-Gothic MS. of the four gos¬ 
pels. written with silver letters on 
purple parchment aud dating from the 
tliiid century. The great cathedral 
contain* tlie graves of many of tl 
early Swedish King*, and i* in it*clf 
a structure of great interest 

A visit to Gripsholiu afford* a most 
delightful excursion for u day. The 
.le.oner passes through narrow *lrait* 
and amid tlie hundred* of rocky 
islands and inlets that -kirt Ihe *uurii- 
eru shore of lake Mularcn Tlie 
scene at time* is one of enchanting 
beauty. Gripaolni it*elf i* ilic seat of 
an old royal summer residence, half 
palace and half castle, with which 
much uf the history of Sweden from 
llie fourteenth to tlie eiglili eulh cen¬ 
tury is couneeted. It* halls form 
uow a national portrait gallery, and 
tlie ea»lle itself a vivid reminiscence 
of the middle ages 

Stockholm, though not to he com¬ 
pared witli London. Fari* or main 
oilier European eiiie*. ha* yet a 
wealth of line art acciuuulutiuu* which 
will repay llie visitor who has lime to
